POSSIBLE SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING IN TOKYO - 

JAPANESE MINISTER OHTAKA TOLD AMB SCHAUFELE THAT 
BECAUSE OF "INCREASING TALK” IN NY ABOUT POSSIBLE SC MEETING 
IN TOKYO (JAPAN WILL BE SC PRES IN AUGUST). JMUN ASKED 
TOKYO FOR DEFINITE DECISION ASAP. EARLIER, JAPANESE 
COUNSELOR IGUCHI TOLD POLCOUNS HOWISON JAPANESE UN MISSION 
HAD GIVEN MUCH THOUGHT TO POSSIBLE AGENDA FOR TOKYO 
MEETING WITH VIEW TO PRODUCING SCENARIO THAT WOULD 
AVOID DANGERS AND PRESENT DOMESTIC POLITICAL PLUSES 
FOR GOJ. HE SAID STAFF WAS CONCERNED LEST JAPAN AND US 
"VOTE AGAINST EACH OTHER," STRESSED THAT ANY POWER CASTING 
VETO IN TOKYO WOULD ANTAGONIZE JAPANESE PUBLIC, 

AND ARGUED THAT JAPANESE OFFICIALS WOULD ATTEMPT 
TO USE MEETING TO ENHANCE JAPANESE PUBLIC CONFIDENCE 
IN WORTH OF UN. HOWISON EMPHASIZED THAT IT IS IMPOSSIBLE 
TO AVOID SURPRISES IN SC AND AMERICAN PUBLIC WOULD BE 
SENSITIVE TO ANY DEPARTURES BY SC FROM RELATIVELY SERIOUS 
AND CONSTRUCTIVE STANDARDS OBSERVED SINCE LATE 1973.

PUERTO RICO IN COMITE OF 24 - 

AMB BENNETT REITERATED TO COMITE OF 24 CHAIRMAN SALIM 
(TANZANIA) US OPPOSITION TO CONTINUED COMITE INVOLVEMENT 
IN PUERTO RICAN ISSUE AND URGED SALIM TO DO HIS BEST 
TO DOWNPLAY IT, PARTICULARLY IN VIEW OF NEW CUBAN 
MEMBERSHIP ON COMITE. SALIM SAID HE HAD DONE HIS BEST 
IN 1974 TO BURY ISSUE, COMITE AGREED ONLY TO GIVE 
IT "PRIORITY" IN 1975, AND HE WAS UNAWARE WHETHER CUBANS 
PLANNED PRESS FOR EARLY CONSIDERATION OF ISSUE. (AUSTRALIANS 
DISCLOSED CUBANS HAD NOT MENTIONED PUERTO RICO IN IN- 
FORMAL CONSULTATIONS ON COMITE'S WORK SCHEDULE.) SALIM 
ADMITTED INDEPENDENTISTAS UNABLE WIN ELECTION AND 
MAJORITY OF PUERTO RICANS NOT NOW INTERESTED IN INDEPENDENCE. 
HOWEVER, HE SAID, MANY UN MEMBERS UNAWARE OF ACTUAL 
CONDITIONS IN PUERTO RICO AND DO NOT FEEL BOUND BY RES 
PASSED IN 1953 BEFORE THEY WERE MEMBERS. HE HINTED

SUGGESTED MISSION BE COMPOSED OF REPS OF ALL REGIONAL 
GROUPS AND ASKED COMITE MEMBERS TO TAKE PART IN CONSULTATIONS 
ON COMPOSITION OF MISSION. (UNDP REP MAY BE INVITED TO

CUBAN REP ALARCON QUESADA SUGGESTED ELABORATING MEASURES 
FOR GA TO COMMEMORATE 15TH ANNIVERSARY OF DECOLONIZATION 
DECLARATION, AND SAID HE WAS THINKING OF NEED TO 
DISSEMINATE INFO AND MOBILIZE PUBLIC OPINION, PARTICULARLY 
IN COUNTRIES ADMINISTERING DEPENDENT TERRITORIES. CAMPBELL 
(AUSTRALIA) SUGGESTED HOLDING MEETING IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 
IN SECOND QUARTER OF YEAR AND THAT SC BE PROMPTED TO 
MEET AGAIN ON ISSUE. HE ALSO REMARKED INTER ALIA THAT 
GREAT POWER RIVALRY COMPLICATED QUESTION OF DECOLONI-
